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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Amendment and response filed by applicants dated Mar. 5, 2007 have entered and 
considered carefully. 

Claims 2-6, 9-13, 24-28, 31-41,43, 47, 50-53, 55-62 and 65 have been canceled. 
Claims 63, 64 and 66 are withdrawn firom consideration but have been canceled being the 
restricted non-elected invention. Claims 1,7, 8, 14-23, 29, 30, 42, 44-46, 48, 49, 54 are pending. 

2. Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants have provided antecedent basis for the claimed language and deleted 
the scope being drawn to ester, tautomer, solvate or amide. AppUcants also provided 
starting material sources for the operabiUty of the p+q is four compounds. By canceling 
the non-elected claims 63, 64 and 66, all the rejections of record have been obviated. 
Claims 1,7, 8, 14-23, 29, 30, 42, 44-46, 48, 49, 54 are allowed.
